I have re-capped a couple of them. 

The can does come out, though it's a pain. 

The braided cable from the center is the common ground for all 
the caps in that can. Unsolder it, then remove each connecting wire, 
being sure to mark them for correct replacement. 

The can comes loose by removing two nuts from the bottom. 

Pull the assembly out and get ready for a mess. 

Get yourself a cheap pot, old tin can or some other container 
you can put on the stove (if you have a heat gun, even better). 
Gently heat the can until the "guts" slide out. 

They're potted in there with a really stinky, icky wax gunk. 
You'll need a good schematic and parts list to get the right 
caps, Since the covers of most of them will disintegrate when 
you pull them apart. Replace them with small, modern caps 

and connect all the grounds to the braided "common" cable. 
Reassemble and away you go. It's actually quite a good 

little receiver, with excellent sound.

Bought one of those a few years ago and found that the plastic clamp 
for the CRT neck had crumbled beyond the help of epoxy. Would be 
surprised if just the handles and feet are bad. 


Since the rectifiers are all solid state, it wouldn't hurt to bring 
it up slowly on a Variac, or better yet, put a lightbulb socket in 
series with the line cord and work your way up in bulb size. Then 
give it full line voltage and see if anything works, like the trace. 


Then add feet and handles to your parts list.

The people studying the blackout released a preliminary report 
of the sequence of events leading to it. It is a 14 page PDF 
file of about 1.2 MB. It discusses power flow principles and 
provides maps showing the progression. The report is dated 
September 12. 


The report shows how a few events that normally happen randomly 
combined to give the initial push to a line of dominoes. It is 
not comforting to see that we have grown to the point that the 
power system is vulnerable to "normal accidents" like this.
